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Responsibility To Our Senior Citizens 
Laii-A-Day 


Not only Washington C. H. and Fayette 
County, but probably nearly every city 
and county in the country is having its at­ 
tention called to an increasing demand for 
responsibility to its senior citizens. 
One of the newest organizations in this 
field is called the “Joint Council to Im­ 
prove the Health Care of the Aged.' It is 
declared to be an organization w i t h 
enormous achievement potential and a 
worthy objective. 
The members are the American Dental 
Assn., American Hospital Assn., Ameri­ 
can Medical Assn., and the American 
Nursing Home Assn. 
The Council has three broad objectives 
— to identify and analyze the health needs 
of the aged; to appraise available health 
resources for the aging, and to develop 
programs to foster t h e best possible 
health care for them regardless of eco­ 
nomic states. It recognizes as the most 
pathetic individual In the world to be one 
who has reached the age where he or she 
feels that no one cares about him or her 
any longer. 
In order to reach these goals, the Coun­ 
cil has laid down a detailed and positive 


p r o g r a m of action. Research will produce 
reeded information that is not now avail­ 
able, on such matters as the incomes and 
resources of the aging and the utilization 


of health services and facilities by the ag­ 
ing. 
Improvement and expansion of health 
care facilities for these senior citizens will 
be encouraged in a number of ways—the 
establishment of standards for nursing 
homes, better a n d broader methods of 
governmental assistance where needed, 
and so on. 
Stress will be laid on the development of 
community health work, such as organiz­ 
ed home care and visiting nurse services. 
Education, research and action programs 
concerned with the health problems of the 
aging will be intensified at all levels— na­ 
tional, state and local. Improved diagnos­ 
tic and treatment methods will be sought. 
Another facet of the Council’s program 
will be to increase the availability of im­ 
proved voluntary health insurance cover­ 
age for older people. In this, it will work 
with the insurance industry, along with 
other interested groups. 
Close to 15 million people constitute our 
senior population. The Council’s program 
is designed to do everything possible to 
make life happier and fuller for them all. 
In many cases it is not a question of fi­ 
nances. Often older persons w h o have 
lived useful and decent lives and have 
good records as constructive citizens, be­ 
come sadly neglected through lack of fam­ 
ily connections, or other reasons.

N E W Y O R K 1!1* - Novelist 
Evan Hunter, a young man with 
a gift for controversy, 
is win­ 
ning fame and fortune by play­ 
ing God. 
“ You have to do that 
when 
you are at the typewriter,” he 
said. 
“ You can have your own inse­ 
curities and doubts when you’re 
not writing. But when you’re in 
that room with just yourself, the 
machine and the paper — you 
have to play God. You have to 
feel in control, and you have to 
believe people want to hear what 
jou have to say. If you begin to 
doubt this, you can’t write.” 
Few doubts seem to have as­ 
sailed Hunter. At 31, prolific be­ 
yond hi* years, he has produced

words. 


“ I’m not really happy unless I 
cm writing,” said Hunter, who

revolution — a 
movement away, in Wes t e r n 
Europe and America, from Cal­ 
vinistic capitalism to socialism 
lr a val ety of forms. 
This revolution h is been suf­ 
ficiently in process to require 
understanding because it 
influ­ 
ences and affects every country 
te d the United States more than 
•ny other country. 
A revolution always starts as 
a protest against some inst itll 
lion. The French Revolution of 
$789 w a s a revolt against the de- 
caving institutions of fedualism, 
Ihe Russian revolution of 1917 
•tarted as a revolt against a de 
cadent autocracy 
The Turkish revolution of 1908 
which ultimately brought about 
Kernel's reforms was a revolt 
•gainst the degrading nature of 
tile Sultanate and its demoraliz­ 
ing effect on the people; t h e 
Chinese revolutions of 1911, 1915, 
and 1925 were declarations of op­ 
position to foreign domination ov 
ar a great people. 
The Meiji Revoituion in Japan 
•f 1868 was a revolt against the 
Obscurantism of the Shogunate.

of 
ITT5 comes down to the right of 
• people to a government of its 
awn choice and therefore was a 
protest against taxation and gov­ 
ernment without representation. 
And so it has gone throughout 
11m history of man No revolu­ 
tion ever is made by the masses 
•f the people. L is either a met li­ 
ed of an element :n the ruling 
class to use the masses to change 
the form of government or the 
Structure of governments, f o r 
instance, when the bankers and 
large industrialists of Germ a n y 
supported Hitler with the object 
ii overthrowing the Third Reich, 
ar it is a product of the intel­ 
lectuals as was the Bolshevik 
Revolution of 1917. 
What is the nature of the De 
Gaulle 
revolution’ It r e a l l y 
•tarted with military coup d etat 
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in Algeria in the course of which 
a large section of the army man 
ifested its protest against a de­ 
caying parliamentary system of 
government which since 1946 was 
steadily leading France to suci- 
ide. 
lf the army and navy and air 
force joined together, it c o u Id 
have produced a civil war in 
France which might have set the 
world on fire. We are not yet 
free from this danger. 
Charles DeGaulle entered pol- 
ics to hold France in tutelage 
for a short period during which 
he might rewrite the Constitution, 
destroy multiple parties, 
elimi­ 
nate proportional representation 
and restore a responsible parlia­ 
mentary system of government 
in which the executive and legis­ 
lative branches of governm e n t 
are separated, as they ara in the 
United States. 
There is no record rn history of 
a people being held in tutei a g e 
except by a dictatorial political 
party such as the Kuomintang in 
China, the Communists in R u s ­ 
sia, or by a dictatorial individ­ 
ual such as Franco in Spain. De- 
Gaulle 
therefore offers 
to do 
something new and different for 
which he gives himself the short 
period of six months. 
DeGaulle faces five pressures 
which at this moment seem in­ 
superable. Pressure No. I is from 
the right, from those who would 
reject parliamentarism altogeth­ 
er and who would establish a 
dictatorship; Pressure No. 2 is 
from the left, the Communi s t s 
who must sooner or later attem pt 
to replace DeGaulle by a Com­ 
munist regime; Pressure No. 3 is 
from the military forces w h ich 
will find DeGaulle too slow in 
achieving their objective 
which 
is the restoration of France’s 
prestige in the world; Pressu r e 
No. 4 is from the United States 
which will insist that F r a n c e 
remain in NATO; Pressure No. 5 
is from Soviet Russia which will 
insist that DeCaule leave NATO. 
These pressures will increa s e 
as the six - months period will 
approach its close and DeGaulle 
will demand and take more time 
At that point, he will be accused 
of being a Louis Philippe, a Gen 
Boulanger, and there are bound 
to be barricades. 
October then is the month when 
the first stage of this revolution 
in France should terminate and 
another stage be entered upon.

Inadequate 
room lighting or improper ad­ 
justment of the TV picture, 
however, might cause a good 
deal of eye strain. 
Keep your set in good condi­ 
tion so you can receive steady, 
clear pictures. Watch only the 
stations which com* in strong 
in your particular area. Flick­ 
ering or grainy images can 
quickly tire your eyes. 
Adapt Picture 


Always adjust the contrast 
and brightness dials after th* 
room lights have been turned 
on. 
The 
picture 
should 
be 
adapted to the lighting in the 
room. Don’t adjust the room 
lighting to the brightness of 
the TV tube. 
Your eyes, 
remember, can 
become more tired watching 
TV than viewing a movie in a 
theater. The reason for this is 
simple. 
In a motion picture 
theater, your eyes are moving 
constantly, 
but 
in 
watching 
television at home, your eyes 
converge steadily for long pe­ 
riods of time. 
So don’t try to see the entire 
screen equally well, and don’t 
try to hold any detail. It’s best 
to keep your eyes and attention 
constantly on the move. 
Periodic Keats 
Every half hour or *o, get 
up and take a walk to the 
kitchen to rest your eyes. Even 
while watching a program take 
the opportunity of boring se­ 
quences — or commercials — to 


close your eyes for a minute or 
two. 
Don’t use sunglasses while 
viewing TV. They shut out too 
much light for clear vision. If 
you wear sunglasses when they 
aren’t needed, it might be diffi­ 
cult for your eyes to become 
adjusted to normal light again. 


Specific Prescriptions 
Some persons require special 
glasses to correct their vision 
for their usual televiewing dis­ 
tance. 
In some instances, those of 
you who wear bifocals will find 
that neither prescription is fo­ 
cused for the distance at which 
you g e n e r a l l y watch TV. 
Others, 
who 
require 
glasses 
only for reading or other close­ 
up tasks, also will find their 
prescriptions not correct for 
televiewing. Obviously, you need 
specific prescriptions for your 
TViewlng. 
Whether you wear glasses or 
not, if you suffer visual dis­ 
comfort, or if your eyes water 
after watching TV for an aver­ 
age length of time, better see 
an eye specialist.

Some 20 years ago while H. G. 
Wain, Stafford 
Rd., in G r e e n 
Township was cutting a tree that 
was well over 125 years old, he 
found marks of an ax blade not 
far from its heart.

The “ blazes” were cut on trees 
•bout IOO yards apart, and if the 
trail kept straight, the blazes form­ 
ed the guide, lf the trail turned. 
a small sapling was p a r t l y cut 
off and inclined in the direction of 
the trail 
These trails were many a n d 
were followed so much that many 
of them became roads through 
the woods. Some of the main 
hijAmajs in the county today are 
large4y ovei old trails “ blazed” 
through the woods. 
Not only has Fayette C o u nty 
bad many early s e t t l e r s who 
“ blazed” their way through t h e 
forest with axes, but down through 
the years in many 
fields 
“trail 
blazers” as we now refer to lead­ 
ers in their respective fields have 1 
lived in Fayette County to t h e 
averiasting honor and glory of the 
county.

I have an old freight bill of the 
Cincinnati and Zanesville Railroad, 
(later C&MV, CA&C and now the 
Pennsylvania) bearing the date of 
May 22, 1867. It is signed by S. F. 
Johnson, who, I believe, was the 
grandfather of the late Miss Eliza­ 
beth Johnson. 
The bill, “ payable only in bank­ 
able funds," was for transporting 
a barrel of sugar (probably brown 
or soft A), a barrel of candles and 
a large cheese from Circleville to 
Washington C. H. 
The total charge was SI 28 of 
which 58 cents was 
listed 
as 


f r e i g h t and 70 cents f o r 
“ charges." 
The bill was made to W. Hay 
and paid by him. 
It is noted on the old bill that 
no packages would be carried for 
less than 25 cents. 
Also the following terms w e r e 
carried on the old bill: 
“ The above goods have arrived 
at the depot, consigned to you, and 
are now ready for delivery on the 
payment of freight and charges. If 
not removed on the day of notice, 
they will be sent to storage at ex­ 
pense of consignee. The Company | 
will not be responsible for damage 
from ordinary leakage, breakage 
or insufficient cooperage, and no 
damages will be allowed after the 
goods leave the depot, unless by 
consent."

MERCHANTS BUILDING 
Twenty years ago, work of erect­ 
ing the Merchants Building, one of 
the most important structures on 
the F a y e 11 e County Fairground, 
was under way. 
Joe Bailey was doing the con­ 
crete and cement block work and 
George Johnson was in charge of 
the carpentering.

Federal Finance Crew 
Elated over Ability 
To Stretch’ Debt

N EW YO RK (A P ) — The U S. 
Treasury 9 elation over its success 
this week in stretching out the 
maturity of the federal debt isn’t 
•hared today by all in the finan­ 
cial community. 


And the policy is being watched 
closely 
by corporate 
treasurers, 
ic bool boards and city f a t h era 
who may be wanting to tap the 
Investment market for funds. Al­ 
ready 
they’ve 
sold 
a 
record 
- 
breaking volume of new securities 
this year. And now Uncle Sam 
is becoming a bigger competitor 
in this market. 


The Treasury’s aim. 
however, 
wins the praise of many on the 
sidelines for its long term good ef­ 
fects on the money market — that 
conglomerate thing that can de­ 
termine how much interest you’ll 
have to pay if you want to buy 
on time or get a mortgage, and 
even 
can 
determine 
whether 
there’ll be money available if your 
community wants to build a new 
school or your firm wants to bor­ 
row to build a new plant. 
The Treasury holds that it isn't 
upsetting the investment market 
nor mopping up investment money 
pools for long. 
What the Treasury wants to do— 
and what it succeeded in doing this 
week—is to get more of the fed­ 
eral debt into long term bonds 
so that it won t have to be going 
into the money market every lit­ 
tle while to refund short term is­ 
sues as they come due. 
This week the Treasury sold I 
billon dollars in 27-year 
bonds 
for cash and refunded some ?’ « 
billion of maturing issues into new 


6 years 8 months bonds. This al 
lowed the Treasury to stretch out 
the average maturity of the fed­ 
eral debt to 63 months. U M week 
the average was 58 months 
The Treasury isn’t out of the 
financial 
woods by 
any 
means, 
The 
Treasury 
secretary's 
fiscal 
problems go on and on. Before 
the end of the year he is expect­ 
ed to seek eight billion dollars 
Blore in cash to meet the deficit 
that will mount fast in the second 
I ilf of the year. 
In trips to the money market, 
Hie Treasury likely will take care 
Bot to dry up the reservoir of in­ 
vestm ent money and thus 
upset 
the borrowing plans of states and 
Com m unities and of corporations. 


Also it will have to walk a tight 
rope lest it upset another admin­ 
istration aim—to bring down long 
term interest rates as a counter 
I i the recession.

Buyer, Speak Up! Complaint 
Helpful to Manufacturers

Complain about shoddy or poor 
merchandise, advises an expert. 
Often the merchant and the manu­ 
facturer don’t know it’s no good. 
Although therq are p l e n t y of 
I chronic gripers around to keep 
store complaint departments busy, 
the average consumer is too likely 
to shy away from making com­ 
plaints, even justified ones, 
says 
Prof. Jules Labarthe of Carnegie 
Institute of Technology. 
Often merchants h a v e found 
only one or two customer com­ 
plaints about an item, “yet upon 
investigation some flaw or weak­ 
ness in the fabric or construction 
was so serious that we could not 
imagine 
every 
customer 
being 
happy with the purchase when she 
used it,” he told a gathering of 
homemakers recently. 
“Too many manufacturers have 
become more interested in quick 
I eye-appeal than in good construc­ 
tion,” insists housewares designer 
Fred Diamond. “ We see it every 
day in everything 
from 
ostenta­ 
tious automobiles to p o t s and 
pans.” 
Recently, she recalled, a manu­ 
facturer brought her three brushes 
I in a new line. She experimented 
with each. 
‘‘They look very nice,” she con­ 
ceded. “ But they don’t work. Not 
one does the job it is supposed to 
do.” 
An appliance manufacturer re­ 
cently put on the m arket a good­ 
looking electric frypan — and only 
then discovered it was impossible 
to remove the electric plug with­ 
out scorching the cook’s fingers. 
“ All this is bad design,” contin­ 
ued Miss Diamond, and each in­ 
stance shows that no one has tak­ 
en the time or effort to find out if 
the item works right. The test too 
often these days is merely wheth­ 
er it looks good enough 
to sell 
well.” 
Miss Diamond blames a lot of 


this trend on some American auto­ 
mobile makers. 
“They have done a super-duper 
job of aiming at vulgar conspicu­ 
ous 
consumption,” 
she 
s a i d . 
“They’ve added useless chrome 
which has destroyed simple good 
lines. And, because up to now cars 
have sold so well, other manufac­ 
turers think they have hit on the 
good formula. As a consequence, 
they have been dragging along our 
toasters and our vacuum cleaners 
with them into poor design and 
bad taste.” 
Remedies, she feels, lies at the 
source.

lf Congress does not take favor­ 
able action to pass the legislation 
to help the railroads out of their 
present grave situation, Sm uck e r 
said; it will result only in addition­ 
al economic setbacks for the coun­ 
try.
